THE YEABLY MEETINGS. 


Souuhow, "Yearly Meeting" suggests tli 


Yearly Quaker Meeting lh« most naturally— 
we speak of the Annual Meetings of otbe 
societies, but "Yearly" is the plainer, home 
Her, and we may say, friendlier word. No 
must we be thought nucivil if we say Quake 
instead of Friend, for even Ihe members o 
the meeting sometimes speak of themselves 
as "the people called Quakers." Whelhe 
the title was bestowed in derision or cot, i 
has for more than two centuries been asso 
dated with patient endurance for the sake 
of belief, with lives of exemplary purity 
with constant charity and boundless gooc 
will, and with a peculiar and uncommon 
control of the passions. 
Quakerism has a 


bistoiy of which its professors 
might be 


proud, if it were consistent with their prin- 
ciples to be proud of anything. It is the 
history of a Church maintaining itself with- 
out a regularly established ministry anc 
without a ritual—of a body substantially 
well governed without any recognized gov- 
ernors—of an adherence to discipline with- 
out coercion or any punishment which those 
in danger of it would be likely to fear. Con 
ceding the largest liberty of speech and o! 
action to its members In theory, by some 
silent and hidden influence it long wain 
tained its orthodoxy, and from 1647 to 1821 
kept the even tenor of its way without 
schism. 
Other sects may have bad the 


same persistence, but hardly an equal op- 
portunity for its exhibition. 
The first 


Quakers were peihaps not more cruelly per 
•ecuted than many other Dissenters, but 
they sufl'ered for what the soberest Inde- 
pendents might regard as trivial or non-es- 
senlial; for not taking off their hats; for dis- 
tuibing congregations which they might 
hare left at peace; for refusing to pay church 
rates; or frequently because they pleased to 
wear a coat and to use forms of speed, 
which at once betrayed them to the consta- 
ble. So long as they were persecuted they 
maintained one of the most 
beautiful fra- 


ternities upon record; they literally boie 
each others burdens; and whet her a Friend 
was sick, or unfortunate in temporal affairs, 
sake, he°was sure of the sympathy and as- 
sistance, of the hand and of the heart of the 
brotherhood. It was in America, where 
there had been no persecution worth men- 
tioning since Mary Dyer was banged on 
Boston Common, that about fifty years ngo 
differences arose, singularly enough upon 
doctrinal points of the divinity of Christ and 
the nature of the atonement. 
Whoever 


would know how bitter was the controversy, 
and how much of human infirmity was 
fnuud to be still lurking under broadbrim 
hats and drab coats, must seek for the in- 
foimillion m the Lives of Ellas Hicks and 
of Thomas Sbillitoe, the latter an English 
Fi lend, who visited us at this unfortunate 
time, and who exercised his gifts as a peace- 
maker with but little success. The 
meet- 


ings, according to his testimony, were some- 
times turned into mobs. The disruption 
was wide, and seetns to have been final. 
Six of the ten yearly meetings were divided; 
and since that lime various sub-divisions 
have come, fonr or five in number. There 
has never, however, been anything like a 
repetition of the excitement of the Hicksite 
conlioversy: and Friends of all kinds at pre- 
sent appear to have settled down Into a 
solid, steady, cemfortable state, and to be 
working in their own way without troubling 
other Friends whose ways ire different. 


A good deal has been said of changes 


which hare taken place in the manners and 
discipline of the Society; but a little obser- 
vation will show that these are by no means 
so numerous as has been supposed. 
As a 


rule, Friends still stand by their ancient 
views of the personal pronoun. Host of 
them yet decline to use the names of days 
and months derived from those of heathen 
gods. On the great point of what they call 
"a hireling ministry," they are yet of the 
mind of George Fox; nor are they wanting 
in fidelity to bis fundamental doctrine of 
special and immediate inspiration. If they 
have made any modification in their cos- 
tume, it certainly has not been sufficient to 
disguise them: for, whatever they may wear 
they are still »o rigidly plain of dress as to 
be recognized at first sight. They have jet 
their "Queries," their Meetings foi Disci- 
pline, their Week-day, First Day, Piepara- 
tive, Monthly, Quarterly, Yearly, and per- 
haps other gathering!. As to worldly alFairs, 
while they are somewhat more liberal in the 
matter of music or of art, we do not see 
that they have undergone any important 
change. They are still non-resistants to the 
letter. They have not changed in regard to 
judical oaths. Their ministry continues to 
be to some extent itinerant, and their 
preachers yet go wherever the spirit of God 
may send them. Against war,iutemperance, 
slavery, they bear perpetual testimony, and 
they exhibit a pecular interest in the welfare 
of the Freedinan and the Indian. The 
Society of Friends never at any time having 
been a large one, the influence which they 
have exerted, the attention which they have 
attracted, and the goad which they have 
done, are all the more remarkable. It has 
been estimated that there are 100,000 of 
them in the United States. Nobody wishes 
the number less; and it might be all the bet- 
tor for the country if it were much larger. 


Another anecdote of the late Asa Otis, of 


New London, Conn., who left a million dol- 
lars for foreign missions, is as follows : lie 
was atone of the New London fish markets 
on the wharfs clad la hit customary ovei- 
alls and as ever unassuming in his deport- 
meat, when the captain of a sinking vestel 
rushed ashore and, seizing Mr. Otis by the 
•boulder, shouted : '.'Say, old man, quick. 
Do you want a jab ?" Mr. Otis looked at 
him a little surprised and turned away, 
whereupon the persistent captain followed 
him and again demanded : "Say, jou, don" 
you want a job to pump out my vegsel?" 
As Mr. Otis remained iilent the exasperated 
captain exclaimed : "Well, old chap, it you 
are too lazy to work you will die in the poor 
house surer than thunder." The man in 
the overalls was then the owner of more 
than three million dpllara,

One of the stories 
told of him by the Times of that city is as 
follows: One day he was standing at Third 
and Dock streets. He noticed an old thief 
and a new hand, a cockney-looking blade, 
standing conversing together. They then 
separated. 
The stranger walked up Third 


street to Chestuut, and Russell followed cau- 
tiously, making up his mind that mischief 
was in the wind. The stranger at Chestnut 
street put a question to a gentleman with 
whom Russell was slightly acquainted, and 
continued up Chestnut street. Russell as. 
ccrtained from the gentleman that the other 
had asked where Adams Express office was. 
Russell followed the cockney, who entered 
the office and went back: Russell conferred 
with Mr. Gorman, the one who had charge.

amend It. Senator Thurman was the chief 
speaker upon the Democratic side, and after 
tilting with various Kepublicaus Senators, 
the remarks of Senator Conkhng became so 
Irritating to tbo Democratic loader, that he 
used language which caused Senator Ed- 
munds to call him lo order, and his words 
wcio taken down, and in explaining them 
he became still more enraged, and used eien 
more violent langurg* than before ; but 
finally becoming calmer, the point of oider 
was withdrawn. Senator Voorhees also 
took part In the discussion, and like bis 
friend, Mr. Tburmau, lost his temper; in- 
deed, the whole Democratic side of the 
house appeared to bo ont of humor. Mr. 
Edmunds was alluding IB tho fact that Iberc 
were occasionally, even among Republican 
marshals, a defaulter, and that he thought 
that all of them ought to be made to come 
fo time, or be punished for not doing so, 
when Mi1. Voorhees Intel i upted, and asked 
if Mr. Edmunds was aware that a Uopnbll. 
can marshal liad recently been sent to the 
penitentiary for defalcation; that compari- 
sions Injurious to Ihe Democrats bad been 
made, and he would like to know whether 
th« Senator iiad lost sight of the case. Mr. 
Edmunds, replied that ho had not; for, con- 
tinued he, "Jf he (tho defaulting maishal) 
had not been a Itepublicau marshal he would 
not have gone to the penltentiaiy, I am 
afraid, judging from what 1 have heard and 
observed." This quioted the tall Sycamore 
of tbo Wabash, but did not improve bis 
temper. When the roll was called I'or the 
recommital—tho Republicans not voting, 
there was not a quorum, butbeforo the vote 
was announced, the Republicans, one after 
another, arose and recorded their votes in 
the negative, and as several Democrats voted 
that way also, the motion to recommit was 
lost, and the bill in its caucus shape was 
then passed by a party vote.

About Paper. 


Jiiioie, a little curly paled boy of iseven, 


asked me the other night what paper was 
made of, and when I told him 'ra»»,' he 
laughed, and said he 'thought it crew !' Af- 
terward be caino to me and asked me when 
it was mads for the first time, and what the 
man's name was who made it, and when I 
told him it was made before tho Christian 
era— that is, before Christ was born, nearly 
twenty-four hundred years ago, and though 
I couldn't lell him 'the man's name who 
made it,' I could tell him that it was used in 
the time of Herodotus, who is sometimes 
called 'the father of history,' and who has 
recorded this fact in his writings, and then 
Jamie asked 'if the man kept a paper-mill,' 
and so I consented to answer some of his 
questions in to-day's paper, if he would 
promise to read it all tho way through. 1 
wouder if any other liltle boy or girl will 
consent to do tho same thing ? .It certainly 
will be useful for them to know something 
abuut an article that every child in school 
feels that hi cannot possibly be without. 


And yet, what do you supposio tin liltle 


Egyptian children did without it, years and 
years ago ? They could not have hud the un- 
limited supply that you of to-day have, for, 
previous to its manufacture, it waa'iuade from 
an aquatic plant called papyrus, or, more 
frequently, smooth, flat-stones were used 
for tracing, or Babylonian bricks, dried by 
sun or lire, and sometimes thin boards of 
wood covered with wax, or skius of animals. 
Iu tht library of the Sorboune, in Paris, is a 
manuscript, certified by an ancient wiiter to 
be wiitten upon human skin, andan elegant 
copy of the Bible, which the Abbe Rive be- 
lieved to be written on tho skin of a woman. 
The Romans made it from tbe papyrus.and 
then sized it with a preparation of flour. 
This form of Egyptian paper was certainly 
vtfiy much used iu Asia ai:d Europe until 
tho fifth century, and in Italy uutil the 
eleventh century, when parchment and paper 
made of cotton superseded it. Eighteen 
hundied years ago the Chinese, who have 
always bee/i remarkably inventive, made 
.paper from fibrous matter, both vegetable 
and animal, reducing it to a pulp in water. 
Tho Arabs, too, used it in the eiglhh cen- 
tury, and thence tho knowledge was taken 
by the Saiacens into .Spain, wbeie paper was 
first made from liuen and hemp as well as 
cotton. Cotton paper was in use in Eng- 
land long befoi« tbe introduction of liuen, in 
the fourteenth 
centuary, and in Holland — 


where eveiything is done well — the best 
paper was and is still manufactured. 


These papvtus manuscripts have been 


found in tbe Egyptian catacombs, apparent- 
ly many thousand years old, and manu- 
scripts have been discovered in large num- 
bers in that buried city of which probably 
you all have heard, Uerculaueura, which 
was destroyed by an earthquake, A. X). 79. 
The oldest manusctipt in England, written 
upon cotton paper, bears the date 1040, and 
is in the British Museum, but tbe oldest 
specimen on litten paper is the 'Aphorisms 
of Hippociates,' translated into Arabic with 
the date 1100 on it. The same year Arabic 
manusciipts were written on satin paper, 
and highly ornamented with paintings and 
gold leaf. 
That was called illumination, of 


which many fine specimens stilt remain. 
The monks, in all aijei, have spent much 
time in tlieir cells illiimiiuting bojks and 
missals.

Long aftei ll e 
use nf it in Franc* ll'6 letters and accounts 
of the royal household were wiitten ou tab- 
lets, some of which are still presoived. 


The iirst paper-mill in England w.is at 


Hartford, and was owned by a man called 
John Tale. In tlie year 1040, wall paper 
made its appearance, as a subsume foi tap- 
estry and the richly embroidered hangings 
which only the wealthy arid luxurious could 
allbi'd. 


And then there is tlie large paper called 


'foolscap.' I wouder if any little student of 
history can tell me why it was called thus!' 
To those who don't know, I will simply 
say lhat after the trial and execution of 
Charles I , in January, 1049,the Parliament 
party,to throw contempt on loyalty, changed 
Ihe water-mark of papjr from the King's 
arms to a tool with cap and bells. The 
rnatk ceased when tlie monarchy was re- 
stored, but the name has continued up to 
tho present day. IIow many of yon ever 
give a thought to the poor murdered King 
when you use it? Some children have told 
me it was a name given to papers large 
enough to make a lall high hat foi a peison 
to wear, and as a sort of punishment, call 
it a 'Fool's cap.' But that is a very absurd 
reason, and has on foundation in any his- 
tory that I ever read- 


English paper was never very good until 


some French Huguenot refugees came over 
and introduced finer woik,and William [II., 
who was a Dutchman,encouraged his coun- 
trymen to emigrate from Holland,and trans- 
fer their art to the country which he had 
bsen call«d to rule over, and since that time 
English paper has been more highly thought 
of. Il was owing to this that a company 
was formed in Scotland for 'making white 
willing and printing paper.' To this, also, 
we owe Ihe establishment of the first paper- 
mill in America, which was done, not as 
generally stated and believed, in the year 
1714, but in 1000. In tlie latter year \7ill- 
iara Rittenhniise emigrated to the New 
World, and was one of the early settlers in 
Germantown, which you, who lmv« been to 
the Centennial, will very likely remember. 
Iu connection with William Bradford, who 
was the first printer in Pennsylvania, he set 
up a paper-mill at Koxborough, on a stream 
called Paper Mill Hun, wbich empties it- 
self into the Wissaheiken,a couple miles be- 
fore it joins the Schuylkill. The second pa- 
per-inili in America was also erected in 
Uerinantown.by William de Wies.one of the 
Rittenliouse family, who may be called the 
pioneers of I he paper Irade in our country.

time are longing to get back to their fairy 
talos, and as I have answered a few of my

the false Impressions given by the GAZETTE 
report. He had no intention of doing other- 
wise. 


Mr. Ilolt said lie belonged to no clique, 


and was endeavoring to do whatever was 
right. It was not so that he was fighting 
Mr. Peirce; if either Mr. Peirce or Mr. Ho. 
guet should propose measures which he felt 
would be for the benefit of the town he 
would vote for them; otherwise he should 
vote against them. 


The Burgess thought Mr. Hoguet needed 


a vote of censure. He had mad* charges in 
a newspaper over his own signature, con- 
cerning the character of his fellow Council- 
men, and the dignity of the Council de- 
manded action in this matter. 
He would 


like to know who the clique were. 


Mr. II. M. Wright deprecated any action. 


He thought Mr. Hoguet had only written 
Ihis article to correct one in the GAZETTE, 
which he thought was far woise. 
His 


opinion was that Mr. Muncey had enlarged 
considerably about what bad transpired, and 
for bis part he would exclude all reporters 
from the room. He would-also like to have 
the ai tide in Rose's paper read, if it could 
be obtained, and the same with tbe GA- 
ZETTE.

mallei until be could have all the articles 
here. 


Mr. Peirce then scut to the clerk's desk 


tbe Bristol Weekly Times of May 24th, 
which rontained the objectionable article, 
as follows:

Dear Sir—Th« report of the Council pro- 
ceedings, published in your columns last 
week, copied from the BUCKS COUNTY GA- 
ZETTE of May 15,1879, is about as correct 
and fair a statement as can be expected 
from a paper that is owne'd and run by the 
clique, who are now chagrined to find their 
occupation gone, and their inability any 
longer to run tbe Borough and Council in 
their own interest, as they have heretofore 
done. The paper which they say was 
passed around by tuo was mertly a state- 
ment of the Borough's liabilities and re- 
sources, prepared by myself for my own use, 
aud was not handed to any one until I was 
asked for it. On some future occasion I 
may have something more to say on tbe 
subjBct. Yours, tiuly, L. A. HOGUET." 


Mr. Scheide said that Mr. lloguet either 


did not believe what ha had written, or else 
he had not the c»nrage to state who the 
clique were. He must speak now or occu- 
py the position of a false accuser. 


Mr. Hoguet said he had no objection to 


staling who, in his opinion and the opinion 
of many others, tbe clique were. They 
were Joshua Peirce, Cbarl«s W. Peirce, and 
Mister Scheide, aud they have been running 
the Borough and Council in their own in- 
terest. 


Mr. J. Wesley Wright immediately offered 


an amendra«ut to Mr. Peirce's resolution, 
as follows: 


That a committee of three be appointed 


to investigate tbe charge* made against 
Messrs. Peirce and Scbeide. 


Mr. Hoguet—I made no charges. 
Mr. J. Wesley Wright replied that be 


had distinctly charged that Messn. Peirce 
and Scbeide bad been running the Council 
in tbeir.own interests. He had always rated 
as he thought best for the Borough, and had 
never acted with any clique, unless it was 
when he voted for tha Borough to take water 
of the Water Company. (Applause, wb'c], 
was promptly suppressed by tbe Burgess.) 
The Council ought to have a committee of 
investigation, for seven members of th« old 


Council are members of this, and they were 
charged wilh selling out to three men. 
He 


wanted a full and fair investigation. 


Mr. Scheide, in seconding the amend- 


ment, did so as an interested party. He 
shrank from no investigation, and hoped 
the fullest Inquiry would b« had. He eulo- 
gized Mr. Joshua Peirce, who was not a 
member, but who bad been mentioned as 
one of this clique, as a public spirited citizen 
of the highest type, and the peer of any 
man here. He was proud to call him his 
friend, and to -receive advice from him. 
Mr. Peirce bad done .more for the ad- 
vancement 
of the 
interests of 
Biistol 


in the past ten • years than any other nun 
in it, and he wished that Bristol might, be- 
come tbe happy possessor of a few more 
such men. On tlie other hand, Mr. Hoguet 
aud his friends were obstructois, who would 
clog the wheels of progress aud drive out 
from Bristol, if they had the power, every 
industry in the town, and revert it back to 
the quietude of fifteen years ago. The ar- 
ticle in tbe Times said there were some who 
were "chagrined" and disappointed. 
He 


would say who these were. The; were Mr. 
Hoguet and bis friends who were chagrined 
and disappointed, because they had lost their 
hold upon power in the borough, and be- 
cause he, Mr..Scheide, occupied his place in 
the Council in spile of them. He came to 
Bristol without their knowledge or invita- 
tion, and proposed to live here despit* their 
objection, and they would not be able to 
prevent it, and be would not go until he got 
ready. He also referred satirically to tho 
high compliment unintentionally paid him 
by tlie charges made. 
He had not hereto- 


fore a realizing sense that be was of so much 
importance as to have controlled the action 
of Council in the manner charged; and 
hoped that, for the sake of those against 
whom these charges had been made, as well 
as for the other members who had, as 
charged, been controlled by them, the fullest 
investigation would be had. 


Mr. Peirce said tiie pe sou who mad*
